She had visions of getting into 
some large publishing honse to do 
translating from French ox (Jerinan 
or Italian, or perhaps too some hook 
reviewing 01 annotating or sotnetning 
of that kind ; or possibly she might get 
>n the regular staff ot a newspaper. 

She went to the nearest ding store 
sought oat the business directory and 
made a neat list ot the names and 
addresses of the various newspapers 
and magazines, which she proceeded to 
call upon in turn.
